Found In T hree Feet of W ater— W aa 


Missing Since Last December. 


Louisville, Ky., 
May ill.—The de­ 
composed body ol Alma Kellner, the 
eight-year-old girl who 
myaterioualy 
disappeared from her home last l)e- 
< ember, was found in a nub ba.-enient. 
of St. John's school, at (’lay and Wal­ 
nut streets. 
The body wan lying iu 
• hr*** ff*et of water. 
The body was positively identified 
is that of Alma Kellner by her uncle, 
Frank Fehr, a millionaire brew er of 
I-Gillsville. 
The condition of the boily indicated 
that It had been In the hiding place 
for several months and that a crude 
attem pt to bury it had been made. 
'i'he torso, a limb being missing, 
was wrapped in a piece of carpet. The 
missing limb was found later in an­ 
other part of the cellar, the foot bear­ 
ing the shoe. This latter feature is 
puzzling the police. 
The scene of the gruesome find is 
only five blocks 
from 
the 
Kellner 
home, which is on 
Broadway, near 
Jackson 
Alma Kellner disappeared Pee. 8, 
and from that time until th** body was 
found the (ase has beeu a mystery. 
She left her home on the morning In 
iuestion to attend a service at St. 
John s church, and the last seen of her 
van when she waved goodby to her 
outlier in front of the residence. 
The search for the missing girl ex- 
tended all over the En Bed States. 


Plum ber Found Body. 


The body was found by a plumber 
who had been sent into the cellar to 
stop a leak in a water pipe, which had 
flooded the basement. Th** t hief of po- 
lice gave it out that he believed it to 
be a case of murder. 
One hundred children convened in 
several rooms of the first and second 
floors were hurriedly dismissed from 
’heir classes and sent home when the 
discovery was reported to those in 
barge of the school. 
The leak in the water 
pipe 
had 
i aahed w ater to flow until th e floor 
was covered to a depth of about three 
feet 
Lamps 
w e re 
quickly brought 
aud the relatives of the child sum 
moiled. 
'I'he 
school 
adjoin* 
St. 
J o h n s 
church, where the Kellner family wor­ 
shipped. 
As the co ro n e rs investigation was 
pursued it became evident that the 
girl had met ber dear ii in a horrible 
manner. Her skull wa* »rushed and 
prs* ti* ally every bone in the body was 
broken and charred. 
The coroner said it was evident that 
the body had been dismembered and 
p a c k e d in a stove or grate, but this 
in*ans of disposition having perhaps 
been interrupted, quicklime had been 
used. 
Tile cellar in which the body was 
discovered was sear* bed four days af­ 
ter the girl s* disappearam e by two 
detectives, who insp**cted e v e r y corner 
o fthe room with lanterns and found 
uothing. 
People began congregating In front 
of the school soon after the news was 
known, and by noon 
several thou­ 
sand persons were excitedly discussing 
: he ( ase. 
Belief gained ground that the little 
girl was seized by a luau as she was 
within a few steps of the church and 
:aken into the dark sub cella;. where 
she met death. 
On the morning of the day she dis­ 
appeared 
in 
December, 19*»9, Alma 
Kellner, aged eight years, th* (laugh 
ter of Frederick F. Kellner, a lo u is ­ 
ville. brewer, left her home in that 
city to go to church 
On Dec. 14 Alma s father offered a 
reward of $ lotto for Information that 
would lead to the w hereabouts of toe 
child, and Governor Wilson, of K en­ 
tucky, added a reward of |5(H). For a 
week or more thousands of residents 
of Louisville engaged in a search for 
little Alma, and so great was the In­ 
terest in the missing girl that a mass 
ii ie** ting of citizens was held for the 
purpose of forming plans tor conduct­ 
ing the search. 
It was believed that Alma was being 
held for a ransom, although no nego­ 
tiations were made in that direction, 
tint the visit of a m ysterious woman 
to the Kellner home a tew days after 
the child’s disappearance created the 
belief that she would be restored upon 
a payment of cash. Sinc e then num er­ 
ous reports of the finding of Alma, 
some of them having her dead and 
others 
alive, 
reached 
her 
parents 
through the police. 
Relatives of the 
missing child made many 
long and 
fruitless journeys by reason of those 
reports.

NO FEAR OF BEEF TRUSTS. 


G o ld tn W o rd s of W isdo m A n en t th# 


“ B a ck to th# F a rm " Slogan. 


Here I* the view of a Vermonter. 
who signs himself “ A Farmer From 
iowu, 
in a recent letter to a New 
York paper: 


W e lu the hill* have watched with 
great interest the widely varying com 
oients on the high prices and means 
for restoring lea* costly living. 
“ Rack to the farm is the only reme­ 
dy, 
but what will induce luhor to go 
i back to producing food? The farming 
population, a fulrly largo proportion, 
has simply asserted Its right to choose 
where to work for a living 
lf labor 
prefers to build automobiles or to man­ 
icure ladies' hands or even, us we set* 
it, to make cheap wrappers in a New 
England 
factory 
town 
rather 
than 
work on a farm, what Is to be done? 
The only way to make those otic 
time farmers go back to work on the 
land is to make It pay. and that would 
mean higher prices than are now paid 
the farmer. 
At present 7 cents pet 
pound, dressed, is the best the farmer* 
of this region receive for beef, Ii cents 
per quart for milk richer in fat than 
most that Is sold in cities, and vegeta­ 
bles for nearly nothing back from the 
railroads. 
But already “ the ultimate 
consumer” pays more than he wishes 
The remedy is back to the farm with 
“ the ultimate consumer” himself, 
lf 
he 
will 
forego 
fashionable 
clothes, 
champagne aud canvasback duck. be 
content with the best beef, mutton and 
chickens, milk. cream, cheese and hut 
ter that any market affords, the city 
re tie I could, with no more than a few 
thousand invested in land and $300 a 
year, live like a lord In lovely sur­ 
roundings and spend some time in 
town as well. 
If, like us, be chopa and hauls some 
of his own wood, plows his own land 
and cares for his own garden, 82,500 
to Invest and 1200 a year would give 
freedom and good living—hard for well 
to do folks to And in town. 
On the farm we have no fear of beef 
trusts nor of Illness. When six mouths 
idleness follows a sickness we have a 
year's fuel ready, some “critters” to 
sell, a cellar full of vegetables and an 
unfailing supply of rich milk from 
which we make our butter aud cheese. 


To Build Liras Spreader. 
Very useful as a farming adjunct la 
a distributer for spreading lime, ashes 
or bone on laud 
A machine built for 
this purpose by a New York farm er is 
thus descrilted: 
Hie axle of an old mowing machine 
Is ti rat cut In two and made as long 
as the machlRp is to tie. 
Five col­ 
lar* are then shrunk on to the axle 
equal distances apart iii such a man­ 
ner as to bold the four feed bars about 
JUe Inch from the axle (toe by three- 
eighths inch Iron f**«*d hors ur** then 
fastened to the collars with tap bolts 
and the heads cut off and riveted, mak­ 
ing a cylinder which actM as a force 
feed when revolving with the wheels 
The same wheel* and 
ratchet* are 
us*si that were ou the old mow ing ma­ 
chine. so it can be put iii and out of 
g**ar. 
The ables of the bopper ar* con 
*tnu ted of one and one-quarter inch 
lumber, ami the ends are made of two 
Inch 
hard 
wood, 
with 
Irou 
plates 
screwed on 
where 
the axle pusses 
through to prevent wearing. 
The In­ 
side of the hopjier Is made one-half 
Inch longer than the force feed cyl­ 
inder. so It will work easily 
The 
ends and sides of bopper are made 
separately and put together on the 
machine. 
The whole in>ttofu of the 
machine is then coverts! with heavy 
galvanized Iron with a I by 2 inch

hole every six inches, and over this 
a false bottom is placed so it will slide 
toward eh her end to regulate the feed 
This false bottom Is held in piaee with 
three straps made of hoop Iron. fas 
tenet! to the sides of the bopper and 
worked with a lever at the back 
The 
force feed must work very closely to 
tile holes in the galvanize Iron to 
prevent clogging. 
The pole I* bolted 
to * 4 by 4 Inch stick a* loug as the 
bopper. 
This stick is fastened eight 
eeu Inches In front of hop|*er by bolt 
lug it solidly to the two draft Irons 
made of 2 by half Inch Iron at each 
end, through which the ax lo passes 
and two heavy braces which bold the 
hopper in position

The pecott Is the name given to a 
new 
variety of fruit that seems to 
have originated in the Yakima valley, 
near North Yakima. Wash. Two men 
working separately, each without the 
knowledge of the other, reached the 
same results. 
The fruit Is a cross be­ 
tween the (leach and the apricot. 
It 
la not so large as the peach, but Is 
earlier than either the peach or apri­ 
cot. 
It will be valuable as an el rly 
fruit because It comes Into bearing 
and ripens soon after strawberries are 
In the market. 
It Is earlier than ilia 
earliest peaches aud has a line Aa'or. 
It has a beautiful yellow color, with 
a bright red cheek, making lf an at­ 
tractive fruit when nicely boxed and 
ready for the market.
